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REMARKS 

The application has been amended and is believed to be 
in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 has been amended to remedy the stated basis of 
rejection under §112, first paragraph. 

As amended, claim 1 reads: 

i 

global control means (52) , operatively connected to 
control the local control means (10, 100) via a communication 
network (40) and adapted to 

- receive said change of the somatic phenomenon which 
is sent from the local control means (10, 100), 

- analyze said change by using a meter resulting in a 
scalar quantity describing activity and ability of the user, and 

- on the basis of the analysis results, control 
operations to be performed by the local control means. 

These amendments were originally entered in the 
November 14, 2006 amendment, and are supported at least by 
specification page 12, beginning at line 18 disclosing: 

In an individual local system 200 the use of sound 
information is analyzed and optimized locally. At the 
local level the operation is developed and maintained 
for activating the customers. At the local level it is 
also observed most quickly, what type of activities 
(games, etc.) are the best ones for obtaining the best 
result. Moreover, the local level generally offers the 
best point of view of in which direction the activities 
should be developed in order to improve the results. 
The RAI index, for example, can be used as a meter for 
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the activity of the customers, in which case a clear 
scalar quantity is obtained for the activity and 
ability. 

Withdrawal of the §112, first paragraph rejection is
